The “jobless. include © around 


70,000 persons covered by unem-

Over 22,000 miners are included 
in the number out of work. 

“The spotlight centered on the 
coal mining industry in Kentucky 
has bended 1 to obscure the unusual- 
ly severe unemployment situation 
in a number of industries,”. the 
DES declared. “Today's high 
unemployment level is not a 
_ monopol of any one industry, as 
the number nee Bag ol indus- 
try groups is more 
than doubled § in the year.” 

Many thousands {jobless work- 
ers have exhausted their claims to 
unemployment insurance, Yet the 
average total claims week wasid 
47,816 during March. This in- 
cluded just 8,718 jobless miners, 
the rest having used up their 
benefits. 

The plight of the-miners is re- 
flected in the fact that the bulk of 
relief food shipments has been to 
the coal fields. Perry County has 
20,000. persons on poor relief, 
Letcher and Knott counties 15,000 
each and Pike County 12,000.

sincerity. There are no fake 
situations, created to dodge the 
problems of the real world, And 
there are no slick solutions and 
quick transitions, no miracles. 
Nor are the workers all heroes 
and faultless. a are portray- 
‘als of real ,. struggling 
against the re nc blockin 
their way fogs a ae life; an 
they are struggling, too, although 
no as consciously, against their 
own backward ideas. 

The workers are provoked in- 
to a strike because the mine 
owners wont change work rules 
to safguard the lives of the min- 
ers. The women, wives of the 
striking’ miners, conscious of 
being members of an- oppressed 
minority, want the satire of 
homes for their children which 
the “Anglos” (whites) have. 

All of the action revolves 


There is comedy, heroism, 
pathos, tragedy and even ele- 
ments of melodrama in the film, 
but as we have said before, it 
maintains its utter sincerity.
